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SUIT AGAINST CITY 

Mace loses 
damages case 


Developer Jim Mace has 
lost his court battle for sub¬ 
stantial damages from the 
city of Victoria over the city’s 
rejection of his controversial 
Bay Village development in 
James Bay. 

A B.C. Supreme Court 
judgment handed down 
earlier this week by Mr. 
Justice William Craig 
dismissed the claim by Bay 
Village Shopping Centre Ltd. 
that it had a valid agreement 
with the city to build a 24- 
storey highrise and com¬ 
mercial complex at Menzies 
and Simcoe. 

In upholding the city’s 
argument that no such binding 
agreement ever existed, the 
judge ordered Bay Village to 
pay all legal costs. 

The legal proceedings were 
launched by Mace in June, 
1972, after he had failed in 
persistent efforts to get 
Victoria to honor what he 
claimed was a valid land-use 
contract. 

No precise figures were 
ever mentioned, but in¬ 
dications were that the 
developer was seeking 
damages estaimated at more 
than $1 million. 

Mace finally scrapped all 
plans for proceeding with his 
original development concept 
last year, when he obtained a 
building permit for a low- 
scale project designed strictly 
in accordance with the 
existing zoning, and sub¬ 
sequently sold the entire 
development package to the 
Standard Life Assurance 
Company. 

The developer's contention 
has always befen — and it was 
repeated during the recent 
Supreme Court hearing — that 
a resolution passed by city 
council June 10.1971, whereby 
the city agreed to enter into a 
land-use contract on certain 
conditions, was itself a valid 
and binding agreement. 

In one of several arguments 
raised in its defence, the city 
disputed that the 1971 
resolution amounted to ac¬ 
ceptance of an offer by the 
developer. The resolution was 
merely "an expression of a 
willingness to enter into an 
agreement . . the defen¬ 
dants claimed. 

That view was upheld by 
Craig in his complex 19-page 
judgment delivered Tuesday. 


The judge said Mace had 
admitted during cross- 
examination that council’s 
approval of another proposed 
shopping centre immediately 
across the street from the Bay 
Village development had a 
"detrimental effect” on his 
efforts to obtain financing. 

Mace had also conceded 
that the delay of almost six 
months before he himself 
executed the contract was 
largely due to his efforts to 
resolve the problem. 

But the judgment con¬ 
tinued: "While Mr. Mace 
probably was vitally con¬ 
cerned with equity financing 
and mortgaging, I cannot 
accept his testimony to the 
effect that he considered that 
the land-use contract was 
completely finalized and that 
the signing of it was a mere 
formality—which seems to be 
the gist of his testimony. 

"He was an experienced 


developer. I had the im¬ 
pression he was an alert, 
energetic individual. He must 
have known that the land-use 
contract. . . did not have any 
force, nor effect, until 
registration in the Victoria 
Land Registry Office as a first 
charge against the property in 
the shopping site.” 

Craig said registration of 
the contract as a first charge 
against the property was a 
stipulated condition preceding

any binding agreement, yet 
Mace didn’t become the 
registered owner of all the 
property comprising the Bay 
Village site until January, 
1973, and therefore could not 
have given a first charge on 
the property. 

Referring to the problems 
encountered by Bay Village 
through city council’s ap¬ 
proval of the competing 
Yennadon Holdings shopping 
centre, the judge said he 
gained the impression that 
company officials were 
"playing a waiting game” 
during that period, and they 
"really didn’t believe” they 
had a firm contract with the 
city. 

If Bay Village had intended 
to proceed with its develop¬ 
ment plans under any cir¬ 
cumstances, company of¬ 
ficials would have executed 
the land-use contract "for¬ 
thwith,” Craig argued.

Postal halt

in our busy motordom hive 


1 suppose I could find impressive statistics and of 
ficial reports to document today's thesis — that the 
automobile, as we know it, is headed for extinction — but 
I d prefer to rest my case, my lord, on a very small item 
that appeared in our local paper last week. 

The story concerned a Mr. Grant Oake who told the 
police that he brought his car to a halt behind another car 
at a red light The light turned green, the car ahead did 
not move and so Mr. Oake sounded his horn. Three times, 
to be precise. The door of the stalled car ahead swung 
slowly open, according to Mr. Oake’s complaint, the 
driver emerged, walked deliberately back to Mr. Oake's 
car and punched Mr, Oake smartly upon his nose. 

As I say. I could research the thing a little and 
produce some figures to prove my point, but why bother? 

Apiarists say that as soon as they get among their 
bees they can feel the temper of the insects by the sound of 
their humming and I feel that after 30-odd years as a car- 
driver I’ve a similar sensitivity to what’s happening in the 
hive of motordom. 


Mr. Oake. as I see it, is a living symbol of a new age 
that’s already upon us. an age in which the automobile 
driver is in a perpetual state of frazzled nerves, 
frustration and clear, burning hatred for his fellow 
motorists. Like anarchy, I mean. 

It so happens that recently I acquired a new 
automobile, a vehicle at once beautiful and utterly im¬ 
practical. 

This car is just exactly like the car described years 
ago by Frank Lloyd Wright, who saw what was coming, 
who recoiled at all that enormous, wasted horsepower and 
that ridiculous wheel-base and dubbed them “ferry¬ 
boats”. If, he said, a fish were designed this way it would 
be found floating on the surface, dead. 

He was right then and now. 

It's a dead fish when I get it into town among the 
forest of “No Parking” signs and it’s a dead fish out on the 
open road where, as the salesman assured me, I could 
challenge any other ferry-boat. 

Well, the first Sunday we had this handsome beast I 


tucked my family into it and set forth to assert my 
superior masculinity. 

All that I proved was that the car was able to creep 
along between bumpers, fore and aft, a characteristic 
also of the 1924 Grey Dort, and that its brakes work wejl 
when a caravan of automobiles extending clear to the 
horizon comes to its periodic stop. 

Otherwise the original Grey Dort, or the original 
covered wagon, would have been as useful. My guess is 
that I've at least 200 horsepower I haven’t used as yet and 
doubtless never will. 

It seems only yesterday that we hummed along those 
same highways on our Sunday drives in our old crates, the 
isinglass curtains whipping in the breeze. 

That was motoring. I don’t know what you can call it 
now, but it bears a startling resemblance to a funeral 
procession. The face of every harrassed man behind the 
wheel is the face of a mourner. 

The surprising thing is that there aren’t more cases of 
violence such as the indignity suffered by Mr. Oake — 
though. Lord knows, he richly deserved it. 


We’ve obviously reached the saturation point, the 
mathematical inevitability of just too many automobiles, 
and too much automobile, for too little road. It was 
inevitable, too, that the old camaraderie of the horseless 
carriage days would be replaced by open warfare and the 
seeds of homicide. 

A 10-minute drive on any main thoroughfare leaves 
you with the conviction that courtesy is a dead pigeon, 
that people are so irritated by the tangle of gleaming 
metal and frustrated horsepower that they will actually 
turn on each other. 

Only yesterday I had further proof. 

My neighbor, as amiable and benign a lad as you 
could hope to find, volunteered to drive me home and we 
soon found ourselves in that familiar crush, jockeying for 
position, glaring into the faces of other testy men 
brutalized by impatience. 

An immense sedan cut in on us at one point and I 
heard my friend utter the single word that sums up the 
motorist’s feeling for his brothers of the road. 

“Swine!” he said.

It's gratifying to see the Victoria tourist industry 
promising new emphasis on serving visitors better while 
they're here, rather than trying to attract great masses 
more. There’s a quick buck in fast turnover of millions of 
one-day visits, but the long-term bonanza lies in longer 
stays, rather than more people. 

For one thing, there is no way Vancouver Island's 
transportation systems can handle many more travellers. 
Victorians long ago learned to avoid ferry trips to the 
Mainland in summer, because of the endless lineups, and 
it’s safe to assume that a good many visitors have decided 
never to return here for the same reason. Even the new 
ferries soon to be built won’t eliminate delays and 
crowding during seasonal peaks. 

How, then, is Victoria to keep its visitor revenue 
climbing? Simple: keep them here longer. How do we do 
that? Offer them such delights that they’ll hate to leave. 
This doesn't mean more Disneyland stuff — attractive as 
some of it is. Most Victorians live here because they like it 
here. Most visitors come because they expect to like it 
here. Then they turn around and leave after an afternoon 
or a day. What can the matter be? 

The submission here is that we fail to show visitors 
what is really magnificent and uni ue about the lower 
Island. For just one thing, it’s a marvellous place for kids. 
Beaches, lakes, fishing, hills, forests — they don’t have 
these things in a lot of places. It stands o reason that if the 
children are having a good time, the parents will be more 


inclined to linger. But who is steering families toward 
these things? Nobody. 

So there are some good projects someone might 
undertake. Conduct parties of youngsters up Mount 
Finlayson. Or fishing. Or out to Freeman King at Francis 
Park. Or to Elk or Thetis Lake for swimming, wiener 
roasts and singsongs. Keep the kids out for the evening, 
well supervised, while their parents sample the night life. 

It looks as though the city will at last have a com¬ 
prehensive accommodation directory, but it shouldn’t 
stop there. Young representatives ought to be but¬ 
tonholing the people waiting at Tsawwassen and Port 
Angeles, to feed them into the system. Arrange reser¬ 
vations for them. Provide guides. Tell them what there is 
to see and do. Ask what their interests are, and point them 
in the right direction. In short, show more interest in their 
enjoyment and less in their wallets. 

A bit of organizing and promotion of winter visits 
would pay off handsomely, too. Consider a small ad¬ 
vertisement to run in Prairie and Eastern papers 
whenever the winter wind blows especially cold: a 
photograph of evergreens and lawn, and the message: 
“The grass is green in Victoria.” (On unusually brutal 
summer days back east, we might treat them to a 
whiteeapped seascape and the message, “The sea breeze 
is cooling Victoria.”) 

Anyway, the idea is to fill our hotels and motels with 
winter residents, as they are only partly occupied now, 
and thereby improve both business income and the city’s 
winter employment situation. 

Finally, about summer employment. The student job 
crisis is well known. Some fantastic schemes are being 
created to ease it. Why not a few that will at least make 
some visitors happy?

It’s up to the judge and not 
the accused to decide where a 
term of detention is to be 
served but one of the rare 
instances where an accused 
made the final decision came 
up this week in Victoria 
provincial court. 

Peter George McLean, 22, no 
fixed address, admitted six 
break-ins in February and 
March at Victoria businesses 
which were robbed of a total of 
about $420, and also admitted 
eight previous convictions 
which he blamed on use of 
drugs and alcohol. 

Defence lawyer Keith 
Hamilton said McLean was 
"discouraged” by lack of 
faculties at provincial jail 
facilities and especially 
wanted to avoid Wilkinson 
Road jail in Saanich “as it was 
no help to him." 

Hamilton said McLean would 
prefer detention at a federal 
centre for alcoholics while a 
provincial forestry camp was 
second on his priority list. 
The rub was that the 
minimum sentence for any 
federal institution is two 
years. Judge William Ostler 
said he was considering a 
term of 18 months to two years 
and would impose the shorter 
one if McLean wanted to take 
a chance on being sent back to 
Wilkinson road. 

Hamilton conferred briefly 
with McLean and said his 
client "was prepared to try 
the provincial” system again. 
Ostler sentenced McLean to 18 
months and said he will 


recommend the time be spent 
in a forestry camp. 

A rare charge of driving a 
car while impaired by a drug 
was read against Keith 
Reginald Mullaly, 30, of 2183 
Tanlee in Central Saanich. 
Mullaly pleaded guilty and 
admitted taking speed and 
valium before the car he was 
driving collided with three 
other vehicles Sunday in 
Victoria. He was fined $500. 

Robert Bruce Moyes, 18 , 
address not known, was 
sentenced by Ostler to six 
months in jail followed by one 
year of probation. Moyes 
pleaded guilty March 12 to 
assault and robbery charges 
arising from a Feb. 24 incident 
in Esquimalt in which he took 
48 cents from a man whom 
Moyes said sold acid 
(drugs) to one of his relatives. 

Gordon Howard Harris, 23, 
was fined $100 by Ostler for a 
Jan. 25 assault in Saanich. 
Court was told Harris had 
been working on a blasting job 
while on day parole from 
Wilkinson road jail. Harris 
asked his boss for a pay 
cheque but the boss put him 
off and Harris punched him. 

June 5 was set as the date for 
a preliminary hearing of two 
charges against William 
George Goetken, 30. of 1117 
Bay. The charges resulted 
from two incidents Feb. 2 
involving two women, one of 
them a nun. 


Prosecutor gets 
new crown post 


Victoria senior prosecutor 
J. Wallace Anderson has been 
appointed to the new post of 
regional crown counsel for the 
Victoria area. 

Six regional crown counsel 
have been appointed for the 
province under a new system 
designed by . the attorney- 
general’s department to 
"decentralize" prosecution 
services. 

Under the existing system 
the 225 lawyers who act as 
prosecutors in B.C. are 
supervised directly from 
Victoria. 

As of April 1, when the 
counsel take office, they will 
be responsible for appointing 
and instructing local 
prosecutors and ad¬ 
ministering all prosecution 
services in their areas. 


The counsel will be under 
the supervision of Neil Mc- 
Diarmid, director of criminal 
law with the provincial 
government. 

Anderson, 50, has been 
senior prosecutor of the 
Greater Victoria provincial 
gourt since 1965 and has been 
on the executive of the Vic¬ 
toria Bar Association. 

The five other counsel 
appointed this week are: Alan 
Filmer, Nanaimo; F. A.

FIVE BLOCKS OF GOVERNMENT 

$700,000 bill 

for city mall 


Turning lower Government 
St. into a five-block-long mall 
will cost close to $700,000 
based on today’s labor and 
other costs, city council was 
told this week. 

The rough estimate was 
given by city engineer Jim 
Garnett who said basic 
engineering costs would ac¬ 
count for most of that figure 
with traffic and street lighting 
items adding $60,000 and 
parks department ex¬ 
penditure another $28,000. 


They’re after rock 


Drilling crews working their 
way through the blacktop at 
Town and Country shopping 
centre look like they might be 
seeking new fuel oil sources 
for all those cars in the 
parking lot. 

But they are after rock. Just 
plain rock 

How muen they find will 
dictate the design of a new 
highway underpass to connect 
Blanshard Street extension 
with Trans-Canada Highway. 

A highways department 
spokesman said he hoped 
engineering design work could 
be finished by fall, which 
could lead to construction next 
year as previously an¬ 
ticipated. 

Originally proposed as a 
tunnel under Douglas Street, 
the parking lot and Saanich 
Road, the new link will ac¬ 
tually be constructed by the 
cut-and-cover method in 
which a series of open cuts are 
made, a concrete road base 
and arch are built on site in 
sections and then covered 
over to restore the original 
surface. 

In this way not too much of 
the project is exposed at one 
time and allows parking to 
continue on as much of the lot 
as possible. 

Drilling started about two 
weeks ago and will likely be 
finished in a feu days. 


Work on the Government St. 
mall between Yates and 
Humboldt is scheduled to start 
in January 1975 for completion 
by the following June. 

At this week’s caucus 
discussion, city manager Jim 
Bramley was instructed to 
prepare proposals for finding 
the necessary financing. 

Downtown merchants will be 
expected to meet part of the 
cost through a local im¬ 
provement scheme, whereby 
the city pays both its share 
and theirs, recovering the 
latter through a special levy 
on property taxes spread over 
15 years. 

Bramley told aldermen that 
funding should not prove 
difficult, as some re-shuffling 
is still possible under the 
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Esquimalt meet 
to clarify 
zoning of area 


A “public awareness’’ 
meeting has been scheduled 
Tuesday following a demand 
by Selkirk Street area 
residents that Esquimalt 
council make clear what high- 
density developments are 
slated for that area. 

Aid. Terry Prentice, who 
heads council’s zoning 
committee, said he was aware 
of the need to clear up many 
misconceptions about zoning 
in the municipality. 

‘‘I’ll be here at 7:30 p.m. at 
the town hall to answer any 
questions.” 

He made the move after 
council was asked by L. P. 
Mann, 1019 Arcadia, “why 
council didn’t make clear 
when sites in his neighborhood 
were made into a develop¬ 
ment area. 

“I attended a meeting (last 
year) when we were informed 
that the area was being 
downzoned to R-2 and then 
Mayor (Art) Young informed 
me no proposals were on hand 
that would affect my 
property. 

“Only two months ago I 
learned my property was part 
of a development area and I 
only heard about it when it 
was too late,” said Mann, who 
wrote one of seven letters 
protesting developments on 
Selkirk, which were all 
referred to zoning committee. 

Mann was referring to two 
high-density development 
proposals by Concord Credits 
Ltd. for the 800-block and 900- 
block Selkirk. 

Municipal engineer Cliff 
Warren said the 800-block 
proposal—a 70-unit six-storey 
apartment block—was at the 
committee stage and the 900- 
block plan wasstill at the pre¬ 
committee stage, under 
scrutiny by municipal 
department heads. 

Mann criticized procedures 
under which “the only way 
residents in the area find out 
about the apartment proposal 
is when a tenant in the house 
which is slated for demolition 
says he’s moving out in four 
months so an apartment 
building can be built.” 

Mann told The Express “a 
public hearing or something” 
should be held to allow 
residents to air their views 
long before a land-use con¬ 


tract in the final stages goes to 
public hearing. 

Mayor Young was un¬ 
convinced : “I can’t see what’s 
wrong with making any 
property a development area: 
it’s not a proposal to do 
something with your 
property—in that case the 
owner would be the first to 
know. 

Warren said the proposal 


for 900 block Selkirk will 
surface at the committee level 
within two weeks. He feels a 
public hearing at the outset of 
declaring an area a 
development area would be 
“premature.” 

“Residents don’t get con¬ 
cerned until the plan can be 
seen and the only unfortunate 
thing about the system is the 
length of time.” 


Council rejects 
townhouse plan 


Esquimau's first townhouse 
development, proposed for 
Munro and Bewdley, was 
squelched at the pre-planning 
stages this week when 
Esquimalt council defeated a 
recommendation that the site 
be re-designated a develop¬ 
ment area.

Public land 
wanted 
beside sea 

Developers subdividing 
waterfront property should be 
required to dedicate to the 
municipality for public use of 
a 50-foot strip of land adjacent 
to the high water mark, 
Esquimalt council agreed this 
week. 

The recommendation will 
be forwarded to the 
Association of Vancouver 
Island Municipalities for 
consideration at its annual 
meeting in Nanaimo May 10 
and 11. 

Municipal Engineer Cliff 
Warren said the recom¬ 
mendation would allow open 
land between the sea and 
nearest buildings and would 
allow public access along the 
subdivided property — “sort 
of a Dallas Road effect.” 

Municipal regulations now 
stipulate municipalities may 
only acquire through 
dedication lands for public 
rights of way and highways. 


headed by Aid. Terry 
Prentice, had recommended 
the 150 foot by 500 foot site be 
re-designated to overcome 
current zoning restrictions 
that allow only duplex 
development. 

But Aid. Ken Hill criticized 
the proposal. He said density 
would be higher than allowed 
in present zoning 15 units and 
"there’s no suggestion in any 
study that the property’s 
density should be increased.” 

“I maintain there are ample 
lands now zoned for higher 
density and if the developer 
(Ben Levinson) wants higher 
density he should choose 
another site.” 

Hill added that current 
problems with sewers in the 
area would be compounded by 
the townhouse development. 

Mayor Art Young cautioned 
that if council voted down the 
re-designation “we’re not 
giving the developer the 
chance to present his plans.” 
But a tie vote, coupled with 
Aid. Ed De Costa's absence, 
scuttled the proposal. 

When told of the outcome, 
Levinson expressed disap¬ 
pointment. He said the density 
on the townhouse plans would 
"be exactly the same” when 
landscaping was taken into 
account. 

“I expected it would go 
through. After consultation 
with the municipal engineer 
we pared down the density 
from 36 to 20 units and felt it 
was reasonable to create a 
buffer zone between the DND 
property (adjacent to the site) 
and a residential area.”

Ratepayers were out in 
force again this week and 
successfully lobbied Saanich 
council to reject a developer’s 
bid for multiple density 
housing next to the new 
community centre. 

The informal group of 
citizens has turned out three 
times in two years as one 
development after another is 
proposed near or on the 
perimeter of Cedar Hill 


Community Centre or Cedar 
Hill golf course. 

A 198-game petition, three 
letters and many persons 
among a gallery of 60 spoke 
against the rezoning ap¬ 
plication of Alf Porcher is 
described by architect Alan 
Lester for three lots on Cedar 
Hill Road, immediately north 
of the community centre. 

Porcher wanted to erect a 
seven-unit townhouse on the 


roughly triangular site, 
necessitating rezoning from 
single family to high density 
attached housing category. 

Residents of the area voiced 
strong satisfaction with the 
single family status of their 
greenbelt neighborhood. 
When Aid. Fred Severson 
suggested Saanich might 
investigate the possibility of 
buying the unoccupied site, 
the crowd applauded.

Victoria’s Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Commission was ex¬ 
pected to recommend to city 
council today rejection of 
plans for 80 residential units 
on a piece of pi ime waterfront 
land in Victoria West. 

APC recommendations are 
confidential until presented 
formally to council, but City 
Hall sources indicate the 
plans of developer Neil De 
Macedo for building 38 con¬ 
dominium townhouses and a 
42-suite apartment on a two- 


acre site at the foot of Robert 
Street have not received 
favorable consideration. 

The concept is not con¬ 
sidered “sensitive” enough in 
lelaliuu to the city’s 
aspirations for residential 
redevelopment and water¬ 
front improvement in Victoria 
West, one informant told The 
Express. 

The property in question has 
been owned by the Navy 
League of Canada since the 
1940s, and used by youth 


organizations. Besides the 
original building the facilities 
include a boathouse, ban- 
dhouse and rifle range.

TORONTO — The rise in the 
cost of food should slow down 
this year if weather and 
harvest conditions are good, 
the Food Prices Review Board 
predicts. 

Noting in its third quarterly 
report that food jumped 17 per 
cent in the past year, the 
board said there were 
“grounds for optimism that, 


with favorable weather 
conditions, the international 
agricultural situation in 1974 
will be improved. Food price 
trends through the year 
should moderate as a result." 

Farm income rose 89 per 
cent last year to an average of 
$14,082, but the board said the 
increase was “a result rather 


than a cause of higher food 
prices." 

But farm expenses also 
showed a hefty hike, up 19 per 
cent to $4.5 billion from 1972 to 
1973. caused by rising fuel, 
fertilizer, labor and 
machinery costs. 

International shortages 
were blamed for much of the 
food price rise and the board 


anticipates higher production 
this year which should help 
lower prices. 

Labor costs had only a slight 
effect on the cost of food, the 
board added. Food processing 
and distribution workers, with 
incomes below those in 
manufacturing industries, 
gained only marginal wage 


BRIEFLY: 

A gloomy outlook 
in British budget 


LONDON — Denis Healey. 
Chancellor of the Exchequor, 
has painted a gloomy finan¬ 
cial picture for Great Britain 
in bringing down the first 
budget since the Labor 
Government took office last 
month. 

He announced major British 
hanks will borrow $24 billion 


in foreign currency over the 
next 10 years to help the 
ba la nce-of-payment situation. 

He also announced that 
Britain had its worst monthly 
trade deficit of all time during 
February. The value of goods 
bought over those sold was 
about $989 million. 


Hearst hands out steaks 


SAN FRANCISCO - Boxes 
of food containing up to five 
steaks and other top-quality 
groceries were handed out 
Monday in the upgraded 
Randolph Hearst give-away 
program which he hopes will 
lead to release of his kid¬ 
napped daughter. 

Thousands of citizens lined 
up at 17 food distribution 
centres for the fifth 
distribution of free food. 
Boxes were reported to 


contain items with a retail 
value of $25. 

Earlier handouts by Hearst 
were criticized by the kid¬ 
nappers, members of the so- 
called Symbionese Liberation 
Army, as being of shoddy 
quality 

Another of the kidnappers' 
demands — that two jailed 
members of their organization 
be permitted a televised press 
conference — has been 
refused by the courts. 



But the board warned that 
“significant inflationary 
potential exists if wage in¬ 
creases were to seriously 
exceed productivity ad¬ 
vances. Moderation in the 
increases of both wages and 
profits in 1974, reflecting real 
growth in the economy, will 
contribute to bringing food 
price rises into a more ac¬ 
ceptable range.” 

The board was not certain of 
the effect of the federal 
government’s new $150 
million a year beef subsidy 
which pays cattlemen seven 
cents a pound on the top 
grades of beef. 

The board predicts, 
however, that in the long run 
the subsidy is unlikely to have 
much effect on the market 
price of beef because costs are 
tied to those in the U.S. 
However, the subsidy is ex¬ 
pected to contribute to a more 
stable supply of domestic 
beef, the board said. 


Tax aid promised in N.S. 


HALIFAX—The provincial 
election campaign has en¬ 
tered its final stage in Nova 
Scotia with promises from 
both Liberals and Con¬ 
servatives that municipal 
taxpayers will receive aid. 

Premier Gerald Regan has 
promised that if his Liberals 
are re-elected, each taxpayers 
will get one-quarter of his 


taxes back, up to an amount of 
$ 200 . 

John Buchanan, the Con¬ 
servative ieader, has accused 
Regan of trying to buy votes 
and says his party would 
institute the tax cuts on a 
permanent basis instead of 
just in an election year. 

The election takes place 
next Tuesday and observers 
are calling for a close battle 
between the two parties.

Uganda executioners busy 


KAMPALA — Executioners 
were reported busy this week 
following the abortive coup 
which failed to dislodge Gen. 
Idi Amin’s military govern¬ 
ment.

Newsprint crisis in U.K. 


LONDON — Soaring 
newsprint prices are causing 
a serious financial crisis for 
Britain’s newspaper industry. 

Several Fleet Street 
publications have been forced 
to close since the end of the 
Second World War and almost 
all the country’s national and 
Sunday newspapers are 
chalking up heavy losses. 


Only exceptions — and these 
are believed to be breaking 
even — are the mass- 
circulation Daily Mirror and 
the Financial Times. 

Newsprint prices by the end 
of 1973 had reached $264 a ton, 
up from $164 a year earlier. 

Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson is considering a new 
investigation of the industry. 


WASHINGTON - Simon 
says there’ll be more gas for 
summer vacations by U.S. 
motorists. But Simon also 
says it will cost more while 
motorists must continue to cut 
out unnecessary trips, drive at 
55 miles an hour and turn off 
their automobile air con¬ 
ditioners. 

Simon in this case is U.S. 
energy chief William Simon, 
who has announced that the 
lifting of the Arab oil ban will 
bring increased gasoline 
supplies at higher prices in 
many sections of the country. 

He indicated gas will go up 
to 75 cents a gallon on the east 
coast, which relies heavily on 
imported fuel. 

Last Sunday was the first 
since January that more than 
just a handful of service 
stations were open and Simon 
fears that this, coupled with 
the oil ban lift, will lull 
motorists into thinking their 
problems are over.

LONDON — The Common Market is taking the 
spuds out of Britain's gardens. 

The latest edict from the Eurocrats in Brussels is 
that the British can no longer grow King Edwards, or 
nine other popular varieties. 

And if any home gardener is caught, he stands to 
be fined $250 the first time and $500 for later offences. 

Dreading the July 1 starting date are a couple of 
hundred "hot potato" squad detectives, employed by 
the agriculture ministry They feel that the job is too 
big for their small numbers. 

"Half a million detectives would be needed to 
carry out the law to the letter," commented one. 

King Edward potatoes have been Britain's favorite 
spud for 71 years. Others under the ban are British 
Queen, Arran Chief, Duke of York, Eclipse, Epicure, 
Ninety Fold, Royal Kidney, Sharpe’s Express and Up 
to Date. 

In future, only farmers will be allowed to grow the 
potatoes. 

The reason for the home garden ban is that market 
officials are afraid of wart disease, of which there have 
been several outbreaks in continental Europe. And 
they say that the 10 varieties listed are particularly 
susceptible to the disease. It destroys the potatoes and 
contaminates the ground for five years. 

The officials fear that any infected potatoes sold by 
a small grower could get into an export shipment and 
taint it.

Quebec plans

QUEBEC CITY — The 
Quebec government plans to 
propose administrative 
measures to improve con¬ 
ditions of workers on con¬ 
structions projects across 
Quebec. 

The statement was made in 
the wake of violence last week 
at the James Bay hydro 
project in which workmen 
destroyed several buildings on 
the site. 

The Montreal Construction 
Association, to which most of 
the contractors at the James

They then went over 
the report together and the 
judge described it as 
focussing on the president and 
bearing on matters within the 
primary jurisdiction of the 
committee inquiry. 

A committee spokesman 
said in his view the material 
eventually would have to be 
made public. 

The committee hopes to 
determine if Nixon approved 
efforts to raise money to buy 
the silence of convicted 
Watergate conspirators last 
year.

Law to curb data banks 


OTTAWA — The federal 
government will bring in 
legislation to control release 
of personal information on 
Canadians, stored in North 
America data banks. 

Communications Minister 
Gerard Pelletier said the 
intent of the new law is to 
allow people to determine 
what information about them 
is stored in the thousands of 
data banks and give them a 
chance to correct errors. 

Indicating the new 
legislation might be in¬ 
troduced soon. Pelletier said 
the federal government will 
seek Canadian control of data 
banks and the transmitting of 
information from them. 

The legislation will also try 
to ensure Canadian industry 
reaps some financial benefit 
from operating and main¬ 
taining computer facilities. 

But. Pelletier said, the 
legislation will not try to 
repatriate information on 


Canadians stored in U.S. data 
banks. 

Concern has been expressed 
about such things as credit 
information on Canadians 
being sent to central U.S. data 
banks, where there is no 
protection on distribution 
under Canadian law. 

Although Pelletier has in¬ 
dicated the legislation will be 
introduced soon, a justice 
department official said it 
should not be expected soon, 
perhaps not this year. 

When introduced, the bill 
will be the second step taken 
by the government to protect 
privacy. The first was the ban 
on most wiretapping, passed 
by Parliament late in 1973. 

That bill was before the 
Commons almost three years 
before it became law. The 
data bank legislation could 
take as long. 

Some sources said the data 
bank legislation will be more 
complicated than the 
wiretapping bill. 


It is being prepared because 
of fears expressed that the 
abuse of technology permits 
easy storage, quick retrieval 
and simple transmission of 
information on individuals. 

Information on everything 
from consumer credit, em¬ 
ployment records, traffic 
violations and doctor’s reports 
can easily be assembled in one 
data bank and transferred 
from one bank to another. 

At present, all information, 
accurate or not. can be 
transferred without the 
knowledge of the individuals. 

The government hopes to 
establish the right of the in¬ 
dividual to see and correct 
information banked in his or 
her name. 

Justice department lawyers 
are also trying to prevent 
information on Canadians 
from falling into the wrong 
hands. 

As an example, while traffic 
offence information should be 


available to insurance 
companies. wh> should it be 
just as available to a potential 
employer or somebody 
drawing up a credit rating?

'Alarm bell' rings new cancer hopes 


ST. AUGUSTINE, Fla. - 
An alarm bell that promises to 
help fight off cancer has been 
isolated by scientists. 

It announces cancer cells 
are in the body and summons 
scavenger white blood cells to 
attack them. 

The breakthrough is part of 
the intricate language by 


which body cells and systems 
communicate with each other. 

Like viruses or germs, 
cancer cells are foreign to the 
body, or not normal, and the 
new alarm bell is a protein 
substance in blood plasma 
which Dr. Nicholas DiLuzio, 
of Tulane University's school 
of medicine, describes as 
“recognition factors.” 


The recognition factors, 
abbreviated as RF, are found 
in normal blood. They attract 
macrophages (scavenging or 
killing white blood cells) to the 
cancer because they 
recognize the cancer cells as 
being foreign. 

RF has recently been 
discovered by Tulane 
scientists. Patients with 


cancer have much less of the 
RF. The more advanced the 
disease is, the less the amount 
of RF. 

The RF level, however, 
bounces back if the cancer is 
removed surgically or treated 
effectively. 

Seventeen patients, in¬ 
cluding the 12-year-old son of 
Senator Edward Kennedy, are 


being treated by a new 
technique which involves 
massive doses of powerful 
drug and carefully timed 
“rescues” with an antidote. 

Scientists describe the 
techniques as promising for a 
long-term reprieve from the 
most lethal form of cancer. 

Dr. Emil Frei, director of 
the Children’s Cancer 


Research Foundation in 
Boston, says the new strategy 
may kill malignant cells more 
efficiently than current 
careful applications of anti- 
cancer agents and also avoid 
most side effects. 

Frei, who is in charge of 
treating Kennedy’s son, says 
the new regimen uses the anti- 


cancer agent methotrexate 
and a substance called 
citrovorum factor, a drug 
related to common B vitamin 
folic acid. 

Young Kennedy, whose 
right leg was amputated in 
November, suffers from a 
related type of cancer called 
chondrosarcoma.

Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke says the government 
must look “seriously" at the 
dangers of motorcycle driving 
in the province. 

The minister quoted figures 
showing that in 1972 almost 
1,000 or 2.5 per cent of the 
40,000 motorcyclists in B.C. 
wound up in hospital. 

During the same year, 7,484 
or 0.6 per cent of B.C.’s 1.2 
million car drivers were sent 
to hospitals as the result of an 
accident. 

The figures also show that 
motorcyclists spent 11,772 
days in hospital in 1972, 


compared to 70,000 days spent 
by car drivers who number 30 
times more. 

"This is an indication of just 
how dangerous that machine 
is to drivers," he said, adding 
"it’s something we should be 
looking at seriously." 

Victoria 
Motorcycle Club secretary, 
said it was "fine and dandy" 
to quote accident statistics but 
the minister should also in¬ 
vestigate "how many ac¬ 
cidents were the fault of 
motorcyclists.” 

"What is the cause? Is it the 
motorcyclist or is it the car 


driver not being observant 
enough to give lee-way to the 
motorcycle? How fair are 
they being with these facts 
and figures?" asked Brown. 
He said the B.C. Motorcycle 
Dealers Association of which 
his is a member was well 
aware that "there is a 
problem" and was in the 
process of instituting a 
"proper motorcycle driver 
training course." 

He wondered what the 
government was doing "in the 
education of the car driver" 
with regard to other road 
users. 


Teachers approve 
competence idea 


VANCOUVER - The 
principle of having teacher 
competence judged by other 
teachers instead of super¬ 
visors was approved this week 
by delegates to the B.C. 
Teachers Federation annua) 
meeting. 


Federation leaders were 
instructed to seek legislation 
to implement the principle in 
schools, although teachers 
would have the option to 
develop other methods.

VANCOUVER - An en¬ 
thusiastic response has 
greeted a proposal to train 
people in different vocations 
to become teachers, a B.C. 
School Trustees Association 
spokesman said this week. 

BCSTA executive director 
Dr. Henry Armstrong said his 
office has begun taking names 
of interested people who have 
telephoned after reading 
about the proposed program. 

Armstrong hopes to attract 
1,600 people now working in 
other areas who would like to 
teach, and give them the 
equivalent of a two-year 
course by September 1975 that 
would give them a temporary 
teaching certificate. 

His plan hasn't got govern¬ 
ment approval yet. but 


negotiations with the 
education department, 
universities, B.C. Teachers’ 
Federation and Canada 
Manpower are now going on. 
He hopes Canada Manpower 
will pay the student teachers a 
salary and expenses while 
they retrain. 

Armstrong said he began 
planning the program before 
Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly announced that school 
boards would be provided with 
extra money this year to hire 
teachers to reduce the 
student-teacher ratio. 

The teacher shortage ex¬ 
pected to result from this 
should make the program 
proposal more appealing to 
the government, he said.

Overhaul of festival urged 


A complete revamping of 
the B.C. Festival of Sports to 
allow more local participation 
and the inclusion of cultural 
events has been recom¬ 
mended by a University of 
B.C. expert on leisure ser¬ 
vices. 

In a 195-page report tabled 
in the legislature earlier this 
week, Eric Broom says the 
festival needs a “new image.” 

Broom, of UBC’s School of 
Physical Education and 
Recreation, says the festival 
has been trying to be "all 
things to al) men,” and has 
fallen short in that objective. 


The festival was mostly 
designed to promote tourism, 
he says, and to attract visitors 
during the off-season. 

He recommends not only a 
change in name, but a com¬ 
plete restructuring of the 
festival's concept. 

The festival, he says, should 
be broadened to include such 
’ultural activities as art. 
dance and drama 
“The new image of the 
festival should reflect mass 
participation at community 
level, and be an open in¬ 
vitation for all our people to 
discover new opportunities for 


recreation,” the report says. 

It also urges the co¬ 
ordination of fragmented 
recreation services and points 
out that 11 of 18 provincial 
government departmentshave 
some responsibility in 
recreation. It also charges 
that more vocal community 
groups succeed in getting 
government assistance for 
recreational facilities while 
the “average citizen” is short¬ 
changed. 

There are 80 specific 
recommendations in the 
report, all aimed at improving 
the delivery of recreation 


services. The co-ordination of 
all leisure-oriented govern¬ 
ment responsibilities, the 
report says, should be a 
priority. 

Schools, Broom recom¬ 
mends, should play a larger 
role in developing outdoor 
recreation by including in 
their program such activities 
as sailing, canoeing, water 
skiing, horseback riding, rock 
climbing, skiing and camping. 

A program for financial 
assistance to municipalities 
and regional districts. Broom 
says, should be developed by 
the provincial government. 


Standards of recreational 
services, the report says, 
should be set and made 
mandatory for high-density, 
housing developments. 

Broom also urges better 
utilization of B.C.’s “natural 
facilities,” such as its rivers, 
lakes, ocean, mountains and 
forests. Instructional centres, 
both public and commercial, 
he says, should be set up for 
sailing, mountaineering, rock 
climbing and canoeing. 

He recommends that a 
chain of youth hostels and 
camp grounds, linked by 
trails, be established.

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Spawning aids 

recommended 
for Goldstream 


Express Outdoor Writer 

Data collected during the first three years of the 
Amalgamated Conservation Society’s salmon fry feeding 
program indicates artificial spawning aids should be con¬ 
structed in the Goldstream River. 

This point was made clear by Dr. David Groves of 
Aquafarm Consultants Ltd., who acted as a technical advisor 
during the 1973 program, in a recently released report on the 
project. 

“Although it is hoped that the 1974 escapement in Gold- 
stream will be increased due to the 1972 feeding program, a 
spawning channel or incubation facility which would provide 
an additional 50,000 to 100,000 fry to the Goldstream system can 
be justified in order to make full use of the summer feeding 
program ...” 

Volunteers from clubs within the society, paid student help 
and a number of interested people fed fry in the Goldstream 
during the summer and fall as well as in Sooke’s DeMamiel and 
Tugwell creeks during the fall. 

Groves went on to say that full-scale feeding in Goldstream 
may not be justified this summer because of a predicted low 
coho fry density level but added that "the potential for en¬ 
thusiastic volunteer efforts in this stream could be used to help 
establish enhanced spawning or incubation facilities, at least on 
an experimental scale if the plan meets with the approval of the 
two fisheries services.” 

‘‘It is also recommended that feeding efforts be continued 
on DeMamiel and Tugwell creeks in order to take advantage of 
the expected high fry densities during 1974,” he added. 

Howard English, who has spearheaded the fry feeding 
program since its conception in 1971, points out the advantages 
of feeding, elsewhere in the report. 

“Fry feeding again significantly increased fry growth and 
survival probabilities, despite the very low fry densities 
present. Measurements indicate a significant growth increase 
in 67 per cent of the fed fry in Goldstream in comparison with 
the unfed fry in control areas," said English. 

Another encouraging indication of the value of the program 
was demonstrated late in the fall of 1973, when there was a 
return of 6,000 coho spawners — the very fish which were fed 
during the inaugural year of the project. 

This compares favorably with an average escapement of 
2,250 for the previous six years. 

Unfortunately, there was a low coho escapement in Gold- 
stream as well as losses of eggs due to flood conditions in all 
three streams which led to a relatively low-fry density last year. 

Groves states that summer feeding is a benefit whether or 
not there is a great number of fry in the system. When densities 
are high, greater numbers of fish survive in better size and 
condition. During times of low-fry density, enhancement is due 
to the greater probability of survival of each fish because of 
increased size and condition at the end of the feeding period. 

Recent data from the Nanaimo Biological Research Station 
indicates there may be some beneficial side effects from the 
feeding program. Natural feed, particularly insect larvae, 
increases because of the added nutrients to the stream in the 
form of undigested and uneaten fish feed. 

English also had a word to say about the effects un¬ 
controlled urban sprawl is having on Goldstream. 

“Growing sewage nutrients appear to be increasing the 
amount of algae covering the rocks in the lower stream and 
seems to be a real threat." 

He, too, supports better spawning facilities in Goldstream. 

Providing suitable old side channels with low-profile rock or 
timber groins to reduce the effects of flooding coupled with 
gravel cleaning and upgrading in suitable pockets for spawners 
probably can substantially increase egg to fry survival in the 
lolng term.” 

“An incubation box can probably provide the short term 
thrust needed," said English.

Instead, he lays the death of 
Brakeman Bill to the 
Massachusetts-based pres¬ 
sure group Action for 
Children’s Television. 

ACT has scored many suc¬ 
cesses in a lengthy campaign 
fa- better children's 
programming that includes 
regulation or prohibition of 
commercials on such shows. 
The success has been so 
great that individual stations 
are laying off youth-show 
hosts and buying cheaper 
children’s programs in an¬ 
ticipation of the day, probably 
soon, when a ban on com¬ 
mercials will make all such 
shows economic losers.

He will continue to be 
Brakeman Bill and talk to his 
famous floppy sidekick Crazy 
Donkey only for a one-man 
stage show he has taken to 
schools and other Seattle area 
centres for years.

7, who started in 1956, as the 
dean of the area's youth-show 
hosts. 

Leave It to Beaver and Speed 
Racer reruns will replace 
McLain but likely not for long, 
the new owners already have 
bought rerun rights to Iron¬ 
side, The FBI, Mod Squad and 
Adam-12 for afternoon and 
evening showing. 

Announcing his changes, 
McLain said: "It has been my 
pleasure to be able to offer 
several generations of 
viewers a little comedy, a 
little knowledge, a little en¬ 
tertainment. a little friendship 
and a whole lot of love."

Higher rent top urged 


Any interim rent control 
ceiling passed by the 
provincial government to 
limit increases should be set 
at 15 per cent, not eight per 
cent, a B.C. Rental Housing 
Suppliers delegation said last 
week. 

Housing Minister Lome 
Nicolson, Municipal Affairs 
Minister Jim Lorimer and 
Attorney General Alex 
Macdonald were told that a 15 
per cent increase this year 
would help catch up with 
inflationary costs, but would 
not allow gouging. 

The group, representing 
owners and managers of 
100,000 rental units in the 
province, said there were 
virtually no rent increases in 
1970, 1971 and 1972 and there 
was an average increase of 
about five per cent last year. 


It opposed blanket rent 
controls and asked the 
government to empower 
existing advisory and 
grievance bureaus to in¬ 
vestigate complaints of 
gouging and to rule on them.

Barrett urges tax exemptions 


split over rates Consumer should gain from oil hikes 


A milling of 50 Lower 
Mainland auto body shop 
owners hits conceded tem¬ 
porary victory to the In¬ 
surance (’orporation of B.C. 
(ICBC) over the question of 
hourly work rates. 

The Automotive Retailers 
Association members failed to 
reach any conclusions on 
negotiations with the ICBC' to 
have the hourly work rate 
upped from the $14 per hour 
now in effect. 

Those at the meeting were 
told that 240 body shops in the 
province were polled, but only 
97 responded by mail. 

Of those replying. 73 
rejected the ICBC offer and 23 
accepted it. but only 51 said 
they would make surcharge 
and 40 said they would not 


Peter Germaine. a 
spokesman lor the industry 
said a near 50-50 split on the 
question is not enough to make 
it stick 

The surcharge suggested 
was $1.25 per hour 

Germaine said if only half of 
the shops charged extra, 
motorists would naturally 
pick the ones that were not 
surcharging. 

Victoria' shop owners are 
living with the $14 per hour 
rate, plus 10 per cent for 
materials or 25 per cent for 
paint work offered by the 
ICBC 

In central and northern 
Vancouver Island, shops are 
already surcharging from 
$1.50 to $3 per hour. 


Refund forms ready 


Application forms for the 
Autoplan refund program are 
now available from all Motor 
Vehicle Branch offices. 

Motorists who paid more for 
insurance coverage under the 
Insurance Corporation of B.C. 
i ICBC) than under the private 
system can apply for refunds. 
The deadline lor application is 
May 31. 

ICBC vice-president and 
general manager Norman 
Bortnick said the refunds will 
be made by cheque and could 
lake between :Mi and fit) days to 
process after the application 
is received. 

To be eligible for the refund, 
motorists must have paid 
more for Autoplan coverage 
than they did during a con 
tinuous 12-month period 


between Aug. 1, 1972 and Feb. 
2H. 1974. 

Other requirements are that 
the vehicle must be licenced in 
the same insurance territory, 
registered and insured in the 
name of the same owner for at 
least 12 consecutive months 
and insured for the same use 
or a less costly use compared 
with private policy. 

Vehicles excluded under the 
refund scheme include 
commercial vehicles, taxis. 
U-drives. leased and fleet 
vehicles, trailers, motor 
cycles, farm trucks, tractors, 
unlicenced vehicles such as 
snowmobiles, antique cars, 
golf carts, camper bodies, 
canopies and vehicles covered 
under garage policies.

Premier Barrett doesn’t 
care how high the pric*» of 
Canadian oil climbs—so long 
as the government gets a 
large share of the profits 
through taxes, and the 
Canadian consumer gets a 
refund through income tax 
exemptions. 

If the price of domestic gil, 
now frozen at about $4 a 
barrel, were allowed to rise to 
the world market price of $10 
to $14 a barrel, the taxes could 
be used to strengthen the 
Canadian economy where it 
has been strained by U.S.

He was debating the energy 
issue with John Poyen of 
Calgary, president of the 
Canadian Petroleum

He conceded, however, that 
anticipated rise in gasoline 
and fuel oil prices to the 
consumer may wipe out the 
savings in taxation.

"Oil companies are going to 
have to pay taxes under 
existing laws," Barret said. “I 
want those laws tightened, but 
I’m not going to get my way, 
so I’m suggesting we allow the 
price to go to world market 
standards. 

"Then we take our tax off 
the top, subsidize the con¬ 
sumer back down, and work 
out in the long run a rational 
pricing system with the in¬ 
dustry.” 

The profits, in the form of 
excess taxes, would be used to 
raise the exemptions on in¬ 
come tax—a subject Barrett 
has raised before. 

At the federal-provincial 
energy conference in Ottawa 
two months ago, Barrett 


urged that the basic exemp¬ 
tion for a family should be 
raised to $7,500 from the 
present $3,000 for a couple and 
$300 for each child. 

Poyen said records show 
that profits in the oil industry 
are not excessive, but have 
maintained a growth com¬ 
parable to other industries in 
Canada. 

"The industry is asking for 
sufficient cash flow — and I’m 
not talking about profits—to 
make present investments 
into future reserves," he said. 

"I think it’s in the best in¬ 
terests of Canada that the oil 
industry be entitled to the 
cash accumulation and the 
cash recycling availability to 
find them.” 

Barrett agreed with Poyen’s 
basic argument, but said the 


idea fell through because the 
money was not staying in 
Canada 

Poyem praised Barrett for 
the province’s creation of the 
B.C. Petroleum Corporation 
to buy B.C. gas at the 
wellhead and resell it to 
distributing utilities as a 
"straight forward and 
practical approach to. the 
problems at hand.” 

"The results of some of the 
Crown sales recently in B.C. 
have indicated increased 
confidence by the industry in 
Mr. Barrett’s government,”

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Rocks hide 
wet frenzy 


This mine runs uphill 


One thing for certain about the copper 
mine at Jordan River — it’s different. 

Most mines you go down, then branch out. 

Here you go in, then climb up. 

Most mines mill their ore-bearing rock at 
the surface. Not here. The mill is in the heart 
of a mountain, under 700 feet of rock. 

Most mine sites are grim, desolate. But 
stand at the portal here and you can see the 
river mouth, where surfers paddle their 
boards out to challenge neatly curling 
breakers. Seiners and freighters slip up and 
down the strait, pretty as pictures. The 
Olympics beyond are calendar art. 


This mine begins with a hole at the base of 
a rock wall, 45 miles west of Victoria. About 
130 men — three shifts daily, seven days a 
week — ride a little train a mile and a half 
into a mountain to drill, blast and grind its 
innards away. 

The innards are special, grey rock inlaid 
with glittering gold — “fool’s gold” — ac¬ 
tually a mix of copper and sulphur known as 
chalcopyrite, There’s only about one to two 
per cent copper in the ore, but copper is 
fetching $1.20 a pound these days. 

Outside there is no hint of how busy things 
are at the end of that 7,700-foot tunnel. 
There’s no sign or sound of the hammering 
air drills, the snorting scoop tram which picks 
up five yards of rubble at a bite, the jaw 
crusher, the cone crushers, the rod mills, the 
ball mills. 


Even three hours in a mine can teach you 
a few things. It’s dark in there, chilly and wet, 
not to mention cramped, and when those 
drills are hammering, the air fogs with dust 
and you can’t hear yourself think. 

The money may be good — about $40 a day 
plus perhaps another $30 in bonus, depending 
on progress — but it’s a tough way to earn a 
living. Young people aren’t exactly flocking 
to the mines, says superintendent Rollie 
Starklauf. 

Back in 1915, George Winkler staked these 
claims. A lot of company names have come 
and gone since — Sunlock, Gabbro, Hedley 
Mascot, Sunro, Cowichan Copper. Ownership 
today is a baffling list of companies, con¬ 
trolled by other companies which in turn have 
parent companies. A maze, like the tunnels 
underground. 


What is now Jordan River Mines Ltd. has 
been an on-again-off-again venture over the 
years, surviving a flood, soft markets, and 
more recently, a running battle with the 
provincial pollution control branch. 


Eighteen months ago copper was selling 
for 43 cents a pound. With the price almost 
tripled, the mine is at last making money. But 
it lost $1.4 million last year, says manager ^d 
Bettiol. 

With the rest of the mining community, he 
is distressed by proposed new provincial 
legislation on mineral royalties. It could put a 
marginal operational like this mine out of 
business, he claims. 

At Jordan River, the mining technique 
involves longhole drilling, boring 40 to 60-foot 
holes for blasting. 

Miners have a language all their own, of 
course. They talk of drifts and stopes and 
raises and draw points. It takes some trans¬ 
lating. 

• 

The back of the drift, for example, means 
the ceiling of the tunnel And a raise is a hole, 
which goes down as well as up, between levels 
or floors in the mine. It’s where you start to 
mine out a cavern or stope between drifts in 
the ore body. 

The idea is simple enough, even if the 
execution isn’t. You drill the ore body so you 
can blast it. You blast it so you can crush it. 
You crush it so you can extract the mineral. 

The underground mill uses a flotation 
process for extraction, adding chemicals to 
the muddy mix of powdered ore and water to 
separate the copper concentrate. 

In flotation troughs or cells, the copper 
floats to the surface looking like suds, a froth 
of muddy gold bubbles. These are scooped 
from the surface by revolving paddle wheels, 
then flushed to a tank where the water is 
extracted. 

The concentrate, which looks like brown 
sand, is hauled in tiny cars out that 7,700-foot 
tunnel. It’s trucked 60 miles to Hatch Point 
near Duncan, where it’s loaded aboard ship, 
bound for Japan. 

The Sumitomo Metal Mining Co. buys all 
the copper concentrate the Jordan River 
mine produces, about 900 tons a month. 

Perhaps you’ll see some of it again, as 
wiring in your Datsun. '»

He also attacked the federal 
Liberal government for doing 
"a lousy job" on drug abuse. 

The Le Dain commission on 
the non-medical use of drugs 
was “a mischievious and 
ineffective committee which 
did damage to the com¬ 
munity.” 

B.C. should follow the lead 
of places which have shown a 
resolute determination to rid 
their territories of drug ad¬ 
dicts and smash the drug 
business not just arrest the 
individuals in the chain.

The massive Foulkes’ 
report on health cai'fe was 
termed a "socialist night¬ 
mare” this week. 

Socred health critic Bob 
McClelland (Langley) said 
the report was "the most 
political" and had "the m<*t 
bias” he had ever seen 
produced by a “so-called 
government agency.” 

Dr. Richard Foulkes "had 
an opportunity to do 
something very good for the 
province but his politics got in 
the way of good judgment,” 
said McClelland. 

The “nitty gritty” 
recommendations contained 
in the two-volume report, 
released in January, could 
have been produced by a 
committee of the legislature 
at a fraction of the cost, he 
said. 

McClelland said there 
should be full public 
disclosure of the cost of 
producing the report which he 
claimed may run as high as $1 
million. 

He asked Health Minister 
Dennis Cocke to account for 
all the professional staffing in 
preparation of the report and 
to tell the legislature where 
the consultants are working 
now. 

Besides calling the report 
“socialist propaganda,” 
"public relations jargon" and 
"two volumes of verbiage and 
fuzzy philosophy,” Mc¬ 
Clelland said Foulkes’ 
criticisms amounted to a 
“venomous attack on the 
province’s health system” 
and a "vicious attack” on 
public servants. 

He made few specific 
criticisms of the report, but 
said a recommendation for 
immediate and compulsory 
fluoridation of B.C.’s water 
supply was “counter 
democratic.” 


The recommendation for 
compulsory registration of 
addicts and free supply of 
maintenance drugs is "a 
phoney criminal copout," he 
said. 

Health critics from the 
Liberal and Conservative 
parties were much milder in 
their criticisms of the 
Foulkes’ report. 


Pat McGeer (L— 
Vancouver-Point Grey) said 
he tried to read the volumes 
several times but kept falling 
asleep. 

Conservative leader Scott 
Wallace said the general 
thrust of the report was good 
but much of it was not new. 

Cocke was quick to defend 
Foulkes’ work and said it had 


stirred public awareness and 
discussion of health care in 
B.C. for the first time. 

Health care delivery has 
been left to the professionals 
alone for too long, he said. 

The minister admitted the 
report had cost more than he 
originally expected but said 
the total amount spent was 
only about 8570,000. 


Remoter areas 
urged for MDs 


Physicians who wish to 
immigrate to Canada should 
be directed to practise in 
remoter areas where there is 
the greatest need. Con¬ 
servative leader Scott 
Wallace suggested in the 
legislature this week. 

The Oak Bay MLA and 
physician said it is naive to 
overlook the fact that doctors 
are "just human beings like 
everybody else” and many do 
not wish to practise in the 
north. 

He suggested three ways of 
improving health care in the 
remoter areas of B.C.’s north 
country. 

Incentives could be offered 
to individual urban doctors or 
groups of physicians, in¬ 
cluding specialists, to practise 
in the north on a rotating 
basis, perhaps spending one 
month of the year away from 
their regular practice. 

Secondly, in very remote 
areas the government should 
provide speedy transport to 
take patients to larger health 
care centres. 

And thirdly, he suggested. 


experienced physicians who 
wish to immigrate to Canada 
would not find it unreasonable 
if they were directed to areas 
with the greatest need to serve 
for “two or three years." 

Wallace said the traditional 
idea that young doctors out of 
medical school should be 
directed to isolated areas for 
the first years of their prac¬ 
tice may be ill-conceived. 

The quality of health care 
provided is the prime con¬ 
sideration in trying to per¬ 
suade doctors to head north, 
he said, and inexperienced 
young doctors can make

Ostler said Lisson’s 
alternative was “most 
unusual... a great risk ... a 
demanding and onerous 
program.” He said he was 
doubtful of its success but “it 
is in the boy’s own interest and 
in the interest of the public to 
give this program a try.” 

Laberge was given a 
suspended sentence and a 
maximum probationary term 
of three years.

The limp fall is a pub- 
inspired art form developed in 
the mid-1960s. The idea is to 
collapse without warning as 
though you had a heart attack 
and to remain "unconscious” 
until someone comes rushing 
to your aid. 

The best limp falls come in 
mid-sentence and are ac¬ 
complished by spiralling and 
tumbling backwards and 
hitting the floor with a loud 
thud, the more unlikely the 
location of the fall, the better 
its rating. 

Among the finest limp falls 
are falling backwards off bar 
stools in expensive 
restaurants, collapsing while 
reaching for someone's hand 
during an introduction, and 
crashing over a chair while 
tasting wine. 

It was a reporter for United 
Press International who, back 
in 1967. pulled off what is 
generally considered the all- 
time classic limp fall. 

As he was boarding an air¬ 
plane in Sydney one day, he 


turned from the top step of the 
ramp to wave good-bye to 
friends. With his hand in mid¬ 
air, he slumped into a 
sprawled, apparently un¬ 
conscious position. A 
stewardess brought oxygen. 

During the height of limp fall 
popularity, clubs were formed 
throughout Australia. Con¬ 


dition for membership was 
that if one member made a 
limp fall in public, any other 
member present also had to 
fall. On one occasion, this rule 
resulted in a mass limp fall of 
30 guests in tuxedos when the 
commodore of the Perth 
Royal Yacht Club rose to 
speak at a formal dinner.

Hungarian fund 
to finance 
culture centre 


Hungarian-Canadians have 
launched a national campaign 
to raise $575,000 for the 
establishment of a Hungarian 
cultural centre at the 
University of Toronto. 

Campaign committee 
chairman for Vancouver 
Island is Imre Klima, 1815 St. 
Ann Street. 

The committee’s objective 
is to raise $8,000 from about 
1.660 Canadians of Hungarian 
origin living on the Island. 

There are about 350 people 
of Hungarian origin living in 
Victoria. 

“The funds will be used to 
establish a permanent en¬ 
dowment for a chair in 
Hungarian cultural studies at 
the University of Toronto,” 
Klima said. "It will make 
available to all Canadians 
gems of Hungarian culture, 


such as literature, language, 
music, art and history." 

He noted that Hungarian 
Canadians comprise the tenth 
largest ethnic group in 
Canada but as yet no 
university leaches the 
Hungarian language or 
specializes in Hungarian 
literature or history. 

Hungarians came to Canada 
mainly in four waves — the 
late 1900s. World War 1. World 
War II and after the 195$ 
Revolution. 

Victoria's population 
mainly came here after the 
1956 revolution.

In fact, Crunican takes the 
story of a 12 -year-old girl 
possessed by demonic in¬ 
fluences (now doing devilishly 
well at the box office in Vic¬ 
toria ) very seriously both as a 
dramatic work and a 
theological presentation. 

Despite some theatrical 
excess and a whiff of religious 
unorthodoxy, he feels the film 
that has shocked millions 
across North America is a 
hundred times better than the 
average religious soap opera 
or epic that simply acts as a 
"palliative” to conventional 
prejudices. 

"I feel pretty good about 
this movie ... it suggests the 
possibility of grappling with 
terribly difficult and 
mysterious phenomena. It at 
least is a more acceptable 
approach to religious 
phenomena than the Madison 
Avenue soap-opera-type view 
of life.” 

Crunican explains that 
mainline Catholic teaching 
"still very much accepts the 
possibility of demonic 
presence . . . there is a whole 
area of theology that concerns 
itself with the problem of the 
spirit world whether it be 
demonic or angelic.” 

The film is valuable, says 
Crunican, because by 
reminding people about 
demoniacal extremes "the 
possibility of the devil 
working in quieter ways is 
brought home to us,” just as 
by hearing about miracles one 
is reminded of life’s "constant 
small miracles.” 

In the same way that 
Spanish surrealist Salvator 
Dali’s painting of the 
crucifixion is "one man’s 
vision of the death of Christ,”

The fleet of canoeists 
paddling in Elk Lake last 
week was one of Lansdowne 
Junior Secondary’s 
•‘precamp” classes. 

The students were getting 
practical experience before, 
tackling the Bowron Lake 
Chain, near Barkerville, next 
June, said Lansdowne teacher 
Neil Bonnell. 

The program was initiated 
three years ago by the 
school’s physical education 
head Wayne Van Osterhout, 
said Bonnell. It includes 
survival films, hiking, 
swimming, canoeing, and 
orienteering. (Orienteering is 
like car rallying on foot. 
Competitors use maps and 
compasses to find their way 
over a prescribed route.) 

There are about 15 students 
in each of eight classes and 
they attend eight classes a 
year, said Bonnell. 

For the orienteering class, 
Bonnell said, one group 
mapped a course, using 
compasses, around Camosun 
College campus, while 
another group watched an 
orienteering film. The second 
group then went out and 
traced the course set down by 
the first group. 

A portion of the Crystal Pool 
was rented for another class. 
Two canoes were taken into 
the pool and overturned, he 
said. 

But this year's trip to 
Bowroiv Lakes Provincial 

Park won’t be just a week 
away from school, said 
Bonnell. 

Each pair of students is 
expected to have a theme and 
prepare a report on some 
historical or geological aspect 
of the area, he said. 

Another group of students is 
preparing for a hike in May 
from Quadra Street to 
Youbou, along the proposed 
bicycle trail, he said.

code 

assailed 


Canada's national Building 
Code protects “shysters” in 
the construction business not 
homeowners, Sidney Aid 
Chris Andersen charged this 
week. 

The code sets minimum 
standards of workmanship, he 
said, and municipal building 
inspectors must to approve 
new homes if they comply 
with those standards. 

Andersen, a carpenter, told 
council this week he visited a 
friend’s home in Sidney and 
was “absolutely horrified” by 
the workmanship. 

Council passed a motion to 
get a detailed report of the 
home from the municipal 
building inspector. 

After the meeting Andersen 
pointed out some-of the faults. 

The basement floor is hahd- 
t rowel led If the owner wants 
to lay tile on the floor it will 
have to be completely sur¬ 
faced. 

Window sills in the 
basement are made of 
quarter-inch plywood, tacked 
underneath the window. 

In some parts of the house, 
bases on light fixtures aren’t 
large enough to cover the 
holes left by whoever installed 
the wiring. 

The front entrance is an A- 
frame and shingles along the 
outside edges look like they 
were “chopped off with a dull 
axe.” 

Andersen said he looked 
under the basement stairs and 
couldn’t determine what was 
holding them up. 

Mayor Stan Dear said the 
building inspector has been 
asked in the past to in¬ 
vestigate cases of shoddy 
workmanship and found most 
complaints are 
“exaggerated.” 

The National Building Code 
sets minimum requirements, 
said Dear, and there are some 
areas in the code which should 
be improved.

Demand for in¬ 
terpreters from tourists has 
been almost nil, but courts in 
the Victoria area have asked 
her to provide interpreters in 
Hungarian, Punjabi and 
Norwegian for defendents. 

“The tourist business has 
not materialized,” said Mrs. 
Sinnamon. She said there’s a 
problem letting tourists know 
her service is available, 
because they won’t un¬ 
derstand ads in English- 
language newspapers. 

Government business has 
also been disappointing, she 
said, although she did provide 
interpreters for talks 
Resources Minister Bob 
Williams had with Japanese 
businessmen. 

“The government has such 
a large staff that it can call 
upon people that work for it to 
interpret,” Mrs. Sinnamon 
said. 

Translation is an important 
part of her business. Her staff 
have done everything from 
business cards for people 
going overseas to personal 
letters and tourist promotion 
material for hotels like The 
Empress. 

Translation into Japanese is 
either done by writing it out by 
hand or sending the material 
to Vancouver where there is a 
Japanese typewriter. And all 
translation is double-checked 
by having a second translator 
go over the work after it is 
done, she said. 

Mrs. Sinnamon charges $25 
for the first hour and $10 for 
each additional hour for most 
courtroom, academic or semi- 
formal business interpreting. 

Tourist interpreting costs 
$15 for the first hour, $5 for 
each additional hour, and a 
full business conference costs 
$50 for the first three hours. 

Mrs. Sinnamon isn’t getting 
rich. She admits she still could 
not support herself on what 
she makes from her business. 

“It’s just getting off the 
ground,” she said. “It’s taken 
a year and I’m not surprised.”

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Bum steer on cavities 


Children who have not been 
allowed to eat candy but have 
been told to brush their teeth 
regularly have been given a 
bum steer, according to two 
University of B.C. dental 
researchers. 

A survey conducted last 
year by Dr. Alan S. Richard¬ 
son and Dr. Marcia A. Boyd 
showed that traditional advice 
on tooth decay is virtually 


useless as a mass preventive 
measure. 

With the help of parents, 453 
Delta school children kept 
records of what they ate. 
including snacks and meals, 
over a five-day period. The 
researchers later inspected 
their mouths. 

“The results were unex¬ 
pected,” said Richardson, 
“There was no correlation 


between the carbohydrate 
consumption and oral hygiene 
and dental caries. 

“The results suggest that 
the cleanest teeth are still not 
clean enough, and whatever 
the reduction of sugar, the 
sugar intake is still not low 
enough.” 

Tolerance to cavities varies 
individually depending on the 
alkali of the saliva, minerals 


in the teeth, and the extent of 
bacteria in the mouth, 
Richardson said. 

The doctor admitted there 
could be errors in the survey 
conclusions as a result of 
mistakes in analyzing the 
children's diets. 

“But I think we have 
produced sufficient evidence 
to question traditional 
precautions and encourage 
further research.” he said.

The tiny chapel of the 
Franciscan Poor Clares was 
packed to overflowing 
Saturday morning when 
Bishop Remi De Roo of Vic¬ 
toria blessed and dedicated 
their new monastery on Calais 
Road in Duncan.

Concern 
over job 
training 


Increasing provincial labor 
department control over 
manpower training programs 
has aroused concern among 
Camosun College staff. 

The staff this week gave its 
views to a college council 
committee on a proposed 
labor department-education 
department committee to 
govern manpower training 
programs. 

A government discussion 
paper outlining the joint 
"committee “reflects a ten¬ 
dency to move too much of the 
development of these 
programs to the department 
of labor, or a division of the 
department,” said college 
principal Dr. Grant Fisher.

The economies of some 
countries which are major
